“TMH CHINO-MONGOL BITDATION, | 


The gravity of the Chino-Mongol situa- 
tion appears to be increasing, Tor though 
the Chinese authorities are restricting 
themselves the meastires which are entire- 
ly..defensive the Mongols hold two pre- 
fectures to the south of Tacnan-iu. The 
whole movement, says Reuter's currespon- 
dent, is. apparently based upon the con- 
tention oF the Hukatukta that Inner 
Mongolia extenda as far as Kuangchong- 
tre, and it is plain that the Chinese intend 
tw drive the Mongolians out of the dis- 
‘puted arca. It is not improbablo’ that 
the present situation may lead to general 
hostilitics between the Chinese and the 
Mougols, China ‘does not wish,’ this. to 
vecur, but is prepared to fight if pacific 
measures fail, The denials issued by. the 
Russians of the rumours that Russia was 
conuected with the raid on Taonan-fu 
are considered to leave China free to 
pursue independent action towards Mon- 
olin in view of the fact that the Mon- 
wolinns wre the aggressors, though the 
Russian Government will not admit that 
the Taonan-fu district iy a part. of 
Manchuria. 


DR, SUN YAT-BEN “AND FOREIGN AGGRES$10N. 


the Peking correspondent of the Cina 
Pres, in a cclegenp lite summary of an 
interview with Dr, Sun Yat-sen, says:

. It’has been freely stated of Jate in the 
vernacular’ Press that General Huang 
Hsing, who was to have gone to Peking 
with Dr. Sun Yat-sen, and backed out 
at the last moment, was associated in. the 
conspiracy which led to the execution of 
two other Generals at: Poking. It is 
said that his refusal to go to Peking was 
dae to information that the authorities 
had obtained possession of certain docu- 
inenta which disclosed his ‘association 
with the plot. We observe that General 
Huang has sent the following telegram to 
the President.on the subject :— 

Owing to my having been indisposed I 
proceeded to the West Lake (Hangechaw) to 
obtain medical treatment. Whon I return- 
ed to Shanghai I saw a telegram sent to me 
hy Dr. Sun from Tientsin in which it states 

* that when he interviewed o certain secretary 


of the President's offico, the secretary stated | 


that when tho late Chang Chen Wa wns 
arrested be had in his possession a letter 
which would be sent to me asking. me to kill 
‘fi Yuan Hung and. overything had Yeon 
properly arrangedg otc. I also noticed in 
ono of the foreign papers in Shanghai a 
telegram received from Peking to!the effoct 
that it is rumoured that Huang Heing is 
also.an accomplice of Chang Chen Wu, who 


'. was'to raise a second revolution and that ; 
was the reason he did not proceed to Furniture and fix 


Peking, etc. 1 was exceedingly surprised ot 
seeing these two telegrams. The charges 
lodged against Chang have not yet heen fully 
promulgated both in Hupeh ond Peking 
under the allegation that .there would be 
geeat inconvenionce if the charges. were 
announced. Now people in Poking ‘and 
Shanghai are suspicious of me, and if 
Chang's case’ is not announced as’ clearly 
ss. possible, the suspicions of Chinese and 
foreigners cannot be removed. - Under these 
circumstances [ crave your kindness to in- 
vestigate into the matter without. showing 
a Tanne: 
ine me th connection with Chang’s case, 
1 shall bo 'vory pleased to be tried by tho 
Court of Justice, and 1 also request that if 
it is a, false accusation tho libellous party 
whould be dealt with accordingly.
